Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued that neither the Bodie nor Aigner 
reference teach percutaneously positioning and in contrast teach creating an incision in the chest. It was also argued 
that these prior art catheters are not dimensioned to be percutaneously positioned. The examiner argued that (1) 
these are method claims and therefore the prior art does not have to disclose the recited function and (2) even if an 
amendment is made to further define the percutaneously positioning or the dimensions of the catheter, the 103 
rejection (already of record) would be maintained because (i) the general definition of percutaneous is through the skin 
and therefore the act of creating an incision in the chest is a percutaneous act and/or (ii) dimensioning the catheter to 
be advanced through a femoral artery insertion point to the liver would be obvious.
